WHAT DOES THE RED CROSS MBA TO YOU? 

Ask people what they know about the Red Cross and the chances are they will tell you 
about the Society's work in areas of disaster, or in the Third World. Sometimes, 
people remember having seen Red Cross First siders at sporting events or they may 
even have borrowed equipment from a local Red Qross medical loan depot. 


"The Red Cross is involved in so many community service roles that it is often 
difficult for the public to have a clear image of our work," said Jackie Cunningham, 
Public Relations Officer for the Cambridgeshire Branch. "Neither do they realise 
that we are a voluntary organisation which makes no discrimination as to nationality, 
race, religious beliefs, class or political opinion. The Society exists only to 
relieve the suffering of individuals." 


In Cambridgeshire alone, the Red Cross provides clubs ond residential homes for the 
elderly,. holidays for handicapped children and adults, and sports clubs for the 
disabled. Red Cross members also assist hospitals by running shops and libraries 
and trained staff provide a "beauty care’ service for long-term patients and even 
work with surgeons to camouflage disfiguring scars or marks. Volunteers also 
regularly escort patients to and from hospitals. Of conrse, the Red Cross is well 
‘mown for its First Aid, Nursing and Welfare training courses for the goneral public 
and for industry. 


This is the 125th Anniversary of the founding of the British Red Crose Society with 
90,000 volunteers, operating from 1,000 centres, identifying and meeting local needs.

DEAR RESIDENT 


The Ely Cathedral Restoration Fund has just benefited from a donation of £3,000 raised 
over the past 2 years by The Friends of Cambs in Kreis Viersen, W. Germany. The 
cheque was presented to the Cathedral at a recent Special Service by the Chairman of 
the Kries Vierren Twinning Committee who with others wae on a visit to Cambridgeshire 


Tre twinning link with Kries Viersen started in 1971, is very strong with over 8000 
people visiting Germany and a similar number making reciprocal visits to Cambridge- 
shire. Kreis Viersen is close to the Dutch border and is similar in size to 
Cambridgeshire, mainly rural with little heavy industry. Many schools, Colleges of 
Further Education, Youth Clubs, Sports Organisations, Art, Social and Drama Clubs 
regularly exchange visits between the two areas. Cambridgeshire also has twinning 
links with other countries including the U.S.A., Canada and France and is seeking to 
expand its connections in the coming years. 


The new library development for Bar Hill is running behind schedule owing to delays ° 
in appointing an architect. However, it is hoped that metters will have caught up in 
time for the opening in the summer of 1989. 





The development of improved community and sporting facilities at the Primary Schsol 
have again been discussed by the Community Education Working Group and fim 
proposals are being drawn up by officers. It is hoped that these proposals can be 
publicly discusse‘ in the near future and architects instructed to integrate these 
developments with classroom extensions now being designed. 


The Education Worxing Party on Post 16 Education has announced that it is looking in 
detail at the University Farm Site between Huntingdon Road and Madingley Road as the 

site of the new regional college. This site lies in the Green Belt and if the 
University, owners of the site, agreed to sell the C.C. would need planning 
permission which would lead to a public enquiry. 


There have aleo been applications lodged with the District Council for the ‘Park 
and Ride* car parks; one at Barton Road, Coton lies within the green belt and this 
too is likely to go to public inquiry some time in the autum.
